Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 5, 6, 8 and 10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A ferritic cold 
rolled stainless steel sheet having excellent formability consisting of a defined 
composition and a single-phase ferrite microstructure, as recited by claims 5, 6, 8 and 

1 0, is not taught or fairly suggested by the art of record. 

3. The applied prior art, Swiss patent CH 537459, teaches steel having a 
martensite-ferrite microstructure made by casting, hot rolling, hardening and quenching. 
In contrast, the inventive claims recite steel having "a single-phase ferrite 
microstructure" made by "continuous casting, reheating at 1050 to 1250°C, hot rolling, 
and followed by cold rolling with 50-95% reduction". Since microstructure is different, 
then claims would patentably define over Swiss patent CH 537459.
